Net Bonnets.— Real thread net, per- 
fectly plain—that is, without dot or 
figure wrought in it—-is the material 
for those black bonnets that ladies liv- 
ing in cities consider not only most 


stylish, but most econimical. This net 
is more substanttal than tulle, but less 
heavy, and with smaller meshes than 
Brussels net. It is made up over lace 
frames, often being laid plainly qn the 
frame, and is piped with black tur- 
quoise silk. Real thread lace in its gar- 
niture, with coronets, latice bands, and 
butterflies of the finely cut jet, spirited 
aligrettes and wings, short curled os 
trich tips of light color, and above all 
wreaths of leaves. The trimming is 
massed in front in Alsation fashion ; 
one bonnet has the great bow of two 
leaves of lace with a jet butterfly in the 
centre, another has a cluszer of ivy 
leavesin front with trailing vines, a 
third has tea-roses, and all have droop- 
ing ends of the net hanging low be- 
hind. Wide lace strings are prefered 
With these bonnets. <A black net bon- 
net can be made youthful looking by 
putting a pale blue faille bow in front, 
and a Pompadour rose of natural color 
tipped with blue on the crown, with 
trailing buds at the back. A palegray 
rose, streaded with flame tints, and a 
tea-rose with black marks, as if partly 
charred, trim another.

A Grant mass meeting will be held at 
Cooper Institute for next Friday.

The World, in speaking of the meet 
ing at Cooper Institute, says, last even- 
ing the first gun of the coming Presi- 
dential campaign was fired in New York 
under imp»sing circumstances. The 
great tide of national reform, which has 
swelled and surged for months past 
through the length and breadth of the 
land with irresistible volume, rose to 
its highest point and swept everything 

before it. The announcemeat that sev 
eral honorable United States Senators 
would expound the principles of this 
movement, in favor of sound statesman- 
ship and against the abuse of good gov- 
ernment, attracted an immense con- 
course of people to hear their eloquent 
words in Behalf of the new reform pro- 
gramme. Never since the Institute was 
built has such a tremendous audience 
filled the large hall of that building, in 


of the Institute. 
A dense crowd congregated at an 
early hour and strove, long after it was 


} announced that the Hall was filled, to 


gain an entrance within; the firing of 
cannons and explosion of fire works at. 
tracted still greater numbers to join the 
multitude already collected, but they 
came only to be disappointed. 

At seven o’clock the police refused to 
admit any more persons within the door 
way, and the stairways were then jam- 
med to suflication, outlets to main hall 
blockaded, while the hall itself was 
Censely excited, cheering the mass of 
struggling humanity. To estimate the 
size of the crowd would be impossible, 
but its enough to say there were theu- 
sands present and #lmost as many turned 
away without gaining admission. 

The hall was utterly inadequate tor 
the occasion, and it is evftdent that if 
the news of the campaign are to be 
consulted, we must have another and 
far larger meeting place in New York 
to contain them when they meet in 
council. The crowd was as respectable 
as it. was large, and comprised many 
of cur most prominent citizens, they 
were well dressed and wel! to do, inclu- 
ding merchants and professional men, 
mechanics and politicians, Democrats 
and Republicans, Germans and Ameri- 
cans, wifheut regard to opinion or con- 
dition. It was an audience comprising 
the wealth, respectability and intelli- 
gence of the city, and was truly repre- 
sentative in character. The hall was | 
decorated with American flags anda 
number of small streamers, while the 
brass band played appropriate airs at 
intervals. The meeting was opened 
promptly at 8 o'clock, iy selecting 
Frederick Conkling, chairman, which 
position he filled with excellent judg- 
ment and good sense, pacifying the-au- 
dience when disturbance occurred owing 
to efforts of the crowd on the outside to 
force their way into the room,preserving 
order in spite of the difficulties under 
which he labored. The usual reading 
of the names of efficers then followed, 
and the Secretary, Professor Glanben- 
skee, read the resolutions, which were 
brief, weighty and emphatic. | 

Senator ‘Trumbull was next intro‘luced 
and was received with cheering, which, 
however, was surpzssed by the enthusi- 
astic applause trum all sides when Hor- 
ace Greeley appearcd on the platiorm 
and took a seat near the speaker’s 
stand. Trumbuli spoke with great en- 
ergy and fire, and not only electrified 
but also instructed his audience by his 
eloquence, and his assaults on the cen- 
tralizing tendency of present adminis- 
tration was hailed with indignant 
cheers. He astonished his heacers by 
showing them the despotism which 
threatens the safety of the repubtic, 
which he upheld in unqualified lan- 
guage, and whilst denouncing rebels as 
traitors, he yet said they were never 
thieves. He warned his audience 
against the dangers of a centralized au- 
thority, which has arieady bLecn estab- 
lished in different parts of the Union. 
Tribunals for the adjudication of the 
property and lives of the people were 
subject to its own centrol, and he said 
this power wus in great danger oi 
abuse. 

Senator Schurz next tuok the stand, 
aud amidst similar overwheiing ovation 
to that of Trum)ull, as the lion of the 
occasion, and the leading light of the 
reform movement. His sveech was 
eagerly anticipated, and attracted many 
persons expressly to hear it. He spoke 
calmly, and yet earne-tly, using very 
brilliant notes. His manner was not 
full of fire and fury, signifying nothing 
but clear logic, and convincing, dispas- 
sionate arguments. He did not carry 
away the teelings of his audience, but 
appealed to their reason, and held 
their attention closely. His voice 
ranged loud and clear, through the 
vaulted Hall, und throughout the 
packed, yet silent throng, like 
the notes of a Clarion, the audience 
seemed spell bound, and only at inter- 
vals recovered themselves sufficiently to 
applaud this effort. However, they did 
repeatedly and with vigor, showing the 
eloquence of the orator was fuily appre 
ciated. Each word was received with 
attention, and every strong point made 
against the administration was fully 
appreciated.
